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The U.S. Proposal on the Middle East 


The initiative taken by the United 


States in proposing a cease-fire in the 
Middle East while extensive new efforts 
are made through the United Nations 
mediator, Gunnar Jarring, to find a way 
to peace is highly commendable. But the 
outcome still depends upon the 


• willingness of the Israelis and Arabs to 
cooperate. If one side or the other really 
prefers the current instability, there is 
little chance of success, and Egyptian 
President Nasser already has given the 
American effort a preliminary brush- 
off. 


Secretary of State William Rogers 


declined to give details about the 
proposals, but apparently they are along 
the lines of the United Nations resolution 
adopted more than two years ago. 
Essentially, they would require the 
recognition of secure borders of all 
nations in the Middle East which really 
means the acceptance by the Arabs of 
the state of Israel. They would also 
demand the withdrawal of all Israeli 
troops from the lands they took in the 
1967 six-day war. 


These two points are required for 


peace, but so far neither side has shown 
evidence of accepting them. The Arabs, 
particularly members of the various 
commando groups, thrive on the unrest 
among the Palestinian refugees who 
multiply and who have not been 
assimilated by other Arab nations on 
purpose. Their existence as refugees 
keeps the wounds open. 


Several Arab governments, most 


narticularly Jordan and to a somewhat 


lesser extent Lebanon, have shown their 
inability to control the guerrillas. After 
the years of ever-increasing passions, it 
does not seem likely that emotions can 
simply be turned off even within the 90- 
day period of the proposed cease-fire. In 
fact, it seems unlikely that the guerrillas 
will observe any such cease-fire. 


Similarly. Israel is not likely to with- 


draw from some sections of the 
conquered territory which it deems 
essential to its own protection, such as 
the Golan Heights, the Sinai and the 
West Bank of the Jordan River, unless 
there are clear-cut assurances of 
protection against attack. The Golan 
Heights in particular will not be ceded to 
the Arabs although there may be a 
possibility that another United Nations 
force could keep a neutral zone in the 
area as it did for years in the Gaza Strip. 


The United States move is also a 


clear invitation to the Soviet Union to 
cooperate in finding a way to end the 
hostilities. But. again, the intentions of 
the other side must be taken into con- 
sideration. Russia has considerably 
increased its influence in the Middle 
East, in part because the United States 
was for so long occupied with its 
problems in Southeast Asia. The 
question, then, is whether the Soviets 
really want peace and a settlement in 
_the Middle East. 


Nevertheless, the United States 


moves in an effort to get the situation off 
dead center. We must hope that it is 
successful against the great odds.

The change in attitude toward 


abortion in the nation was reflected at 
the American Medical Association's 
meeting in Chicago last week. 


Previously the AMA, usually 


described as conservative but showing 
some interesting liberal signs this year, 
had.endorsed abortion only if the con- 
tinuation of pregnancy threatened the 
life or health of the mother, if the child 
was likely to be abnormal or if the 
pregnancy resulted from rape or incest 
.and would be a threat to the physical or 
mental health of the mother. This is 
similar to some of the earlier liberalized 
laws passed in a few states. 


Now. however, the AMA policy states 


that "abortion is a medical procedure 
and should be performed only by a duly 
licensed physician and a surgeon in an 
accredited hospital acting only in con- 
formance with standards of good 
medical practice and after consultation 
with two other physicians chosen for 
their professional competence and 
within 'the Medical Practice Act of his 
state." The statement also emphasizes 
that no one could be compelled to 


"perform any act which violates his 
good medical judgment" - and 
a 


somewhat ambiguous phrase that no one 
involved should be required to do 
anything which violates his own moral" 
principles "so long as the-withdrawal is 
consistent with good medical practice." 


However, a statement by the 


president-elect of the AMA. Dr. Wesley 
Hall, is confusing/He commented that 
-the adopted policy would probably be 
temporary and might be changed if 
doctors found themselves faced with a 
large number of requests to perform 
abortions. If. as the AMA statement put 
it, abortion is a medical procedure, 
decisions to perform abortions can no 
more depend upon the traffic than can 
decisions on tonsillectomies or ap- 
pendectomies. 


There has really been no consistency 


"in the refusal to permit legal abortions 
unless the life of the mother was in peril. 
If abortion is permitted in any case, it 
should be permitted in others and the 
determination should be a matter only 
between the mother, in some cases the 
father, and the physician. 


Much Less Than Meets the Eye 


To Study Campus Violence 


President Nixon's appointment of a 


commission to study the causes of. 
violence on the nation's campuses and to 
suggest ways in which such tragic 
events can be avoided can hardly be 
criticized. It may be a stalling technique 
as such appointments often are and 
there is obviously a suspicion in the 
President's mind or among his major 
advisors that there is a conspiracy in- 
volved. But what is really necessary 
after such a study is that the recom- 
mendations be implemented. 


As Mayor John Lindsay pointed out at 


the United States Conference of Mayors 
in Denver, the recommendations of 
other presidential commissions — 
especially the one created by former 
President Lyndon Johnson to study the 
•violence in our cities — have been 
largely ignored. There have been few 
changes in the inner core areas since the 
study was made and little real effort to 
get away from the polarization of the 
races which -r-£ commission warned was 
getting worse ail the time. 


Furthermore the causes of campus 


unrest are pretty v.ei". known. Mr. Nixon 
sent a group of Congressmen to the 
campuses or.".y a few weeks ago and they 
reported back to b:m the overwhelming 


opposition to the Cambodian move, the 
lack of trust in government, at the 
national level and often within the 
university, the disillusion with military- 
decisions, fears of little help for 
domestic problems such as the urban 
needs and the vast problems of pollution. 
It is no secret that some elements of the 
New Left believe that only violent 
revolution can solve the nation's 
problems. We agree with some points 
made by Dr. Nathan Pusey of Harvard 
on extremists, although it isn't the whole 
story. The lack of response to requests 
for changes through the proper channels 
have brought frustration and no one has 
been more guilty of such lack of 
response to students until recently than 
President Nixon. 


The commission now appointed is 


varied. It has four black members, 
representatives of university 
ad- 


ministrations, faculty ana 
students, 


police officials, a newspaper editor and a 
former president of the National Bar 
Association. Its work should be thorough 
but we have a hunch it isn't going to 
discover much that we don't already 
know. The really big problem is to find 
ways to keep dissent nonviolent while 
reforms are slowly made.

But even if 
he does step back, there is no 
certainty that he will get the 
Israeli withdrawal he really 
wants. 


Israeli Prune Minister 


Golda Meir buys certain 
trouble with her coalition 
government by accepting the 
principle of withdrawal. But 
the ceasefire she gets in 
return does not protect Israel 
against commando forces 
operating from Jordan. Syria, 
and Lebanon. It contains no 
good 
machinery 
for 


preventing the Egyptians 
from using the ceasefire 
period to install the latest 
Soviet surface-to-air missiles 


they have been trying to place 
in the canal zone for months. 
Nor is there any certainty that 
the talks, once begun, would 
yield what she most wants — 
Arab acceptance of Israel. 


Russian Attitude Key 


In this situation the odds are 


that the initiative wfll not lead 
to 
any 
progress 
in 


peacemaking. The one thing 
that could change the outlook 
is a cooperative Soviet at- 
titude. 


The Russian interjection of 


pilots into the area has in- 
stilled deep misgivings in 
Israel. Any chance of Soviet 
endorsement for a settlement 
would induce 
important 


concessions from Jerusalem. 
On the Arab side. Col. Nasser 
and King Hussein of Jordan 
understand that failure to get 
a settlement will lead to a 
steady loss of their influence. 
A Soviet effort to push towards 
a settlemest, accordingly, 
•would certainly take Egypt 
and Jordan in tow. 


But so far ihere has been no 


indication the Russians truly 
want a settlement in the Near 
East. On the 
contrary, 


-Moscow's tactic has been to 
whip up or to keep up tension 
and bitterness. And Soviet 
reaction 
to 
the 
latest 


American initiative has been 
distinctly reserved. 


Even without 
Russian 


support the initiative may not 
be a total loss. For having 
made the effort towards 
peace, the United States will 
at least be in an easier position 
to begin responding to the 
request for additional fighter 
planes put to President Nixon 
by Mrs. Meir last September. 
The decision to sell small 
numbers of planes quietly has 
already been made. The 
Israelis are not dissatisfied. 
And perhaps the latest peace 
offer will soften the hostile 
Arab reaction. 


But of course that is a long 


way from meeting the true 
threat posed by the Soviet 
penetration of the-Near East 
And the most that can be said 
at this time is that the modest 
American proposal is in 
keeping with the modest 
possibilities presented by the 
circumstances.
